(ii) The Headquarter of the Samiti shall be at 
New Delhi but it may hold Its meetings at any 
other station also.

RESOLUTION 

No. C-13019/1/89/KVI-II.—The working of cooperatives, 
institutions and other voluntary organisations engaged in 
Khadi has been engaging the attention of the Government 
for sometime. The Government received various represen¬ 
tations from the workers working in these institutions against 
the style of management of these institutions and the condi¬ 
tions of service under which they are operating. Keeping in 
view the interest and welfare of a large number of worker* 
engaged in these institutions; the Government of India, vide 
its Resolution of even number dated 29th June, 1990, cons¬ 
tituted a High Power Committee under the Chairmanship of 
Shri K. C. Sodhia, to look into the grievances of these emp¬ 
loyees and suggest suitable measures. 

2. The Committee submitted its Report on 27-8-1991. In 
so far as recommendations that pertain to the workers of the 
Khadi institutions, the matter was examined In this Dep»u 
ment and a meeting under the Chairmanship of Secretary 
t SSI & ARI) was held on 10th August, 1992 wherein represen¬ 
tatives of workers as well as major Khadi institutions elong- 
with tho officials of Khadi & Village Industries Commission 
(KVJC) were present. 

3. After ascertaining the views of all concerned, the 
Government hereby resolve to implement the following deci¬ 
sions relating to the recommendations of the Sodhia Com¬ 
mittee ;— 

(i) The provisions of tho Shops and Commercial Estab¬ 
lishments Act of the area should be applied to the 
Khadi Institutions; 

fii) Service rules should be adopted in accordance with 
a ‘Model Service Rules’ to be prepared and circu¬ 
lated by KVIC; 

(iii) Effective participation of workers in management 
should be ensured; 

(iv) KVIC should look into the individual cases of re¬ 
trenchment/dismissal of worker*. 

4. While observations/recommendations which are of 
general nature have been noted, the following specific re¬ 
commendations have been accepted :— 

(i) The question of parity in emolument® with KVIC 
employees does not arise and the demand does not 
merit consideration. 

(ii) The demand fpr natk»qidisfl.tion of Khadi Institution* 
is not tenable. 

ORDER 

1. Ordered that the Resolution be published in the 
Gazette of India for general information. 

2, Ordered also that a copy of the Resolution be com¬ 
municated to the Chairman, Khadi and Village In¬ 
dustries Commission, Bombay-400056, with the re¬ 
quest to initiate immediate necessary action -for Imple¬ 
mentation of the above mentioned decisions taken by 
the Government.
